These made up a story of her having 
been lured to Mr. Stokes’ stock farm 
and of her having been detained there 
for twe nights and forced to sign self- 
defarvatcry letters releasing him from 
responsibility to be allowed to go away 
in peace. 

She declared the letters were writ- 
ten in Lexington before she left and 
that.Mr. Stokes made her. write them, 
under threat to write to her brother- 
in-law and tell him that she had been} 
there and forced herself upon him. The 
statements in the letter, she said, were 
not true. 

She testified that during her ac- 
auaintance with Stokes he paid her §1,- 
200, which, she asserted, fell $500 short 
of $1,700 which she said she had earlier 
wziven him. for investment and which 
he tad reported had been lost.

Commission Will Be Asked if 
City May Be Given Special 
Rate, and to Decide What Is 
Reasonable Rate for Atlanta. 
No More Long Contracts. 


Council will take the matter of low- 
ering electric lighting current and 
power cost in Atlanta te the rallroad 
commission. 

This was decided at an executive 
session of the .special councilmanic 
committee to consider the feasib'™: y 
of purchasing the Atlanta Telephone 
and Telegraph Company Friday after- 
noon. It was the idea of Councilman 
Aldine Chambers that the city might 
purchase this company in order to se- 
cure its ducts for the purpose of dis- 
tributing electricity. It said that 
the members of the.committee decided 
to abandon this idea, but that it seem- 
ed to be the unanimous opinion that 
Atlanta should get a lower lighting 
and power rate, both for the city and 
the private consumer. 

Committee Is Named, 

A sub-committee composed of Coun- 
cilman Aldine Chambers, John E. Me- 
Clelland and City Attorney James L. 
Mayson was appointed to take the mat- 
ter up with the railroad commission on 
the specific proposition of a rate for 
the new Grady hospital and the city’s 
rew schools, Preston Arkwright, presi-

tric Company, has stated to the com- 
mittee that it‘ would be impossible for 
hig company to give the city a special 
rate because it would be discrimina- 
tion. It is to definitely determine this

And Much Looting Marked 
Sian Fu Outbreak 


Uncensored Reports Show the 


Atrocities — Mission Houses| 


Destroyed—Eight Foreigners 
Dead—Terms of Imperial 
Delegates Considered Bluff. 


Pekin, December 8.—The first direct 
and uncensored news received from 
Sian Fu _ since the recent outbreak 
there was brought here today by mes- 
senger. It consists of letters to the 
British and American legations and 
the director of posts. The letters say 
8,000 Manchus were slain by Chinese 
and that there was much looting. Sev- 
eral mission houses in the province 


were destroyed and eight foreigners,’ 


some of them children, were killed. 
Four of the dead were Americans. 

According ‘to the letters foreigners 
in the province of Shen Si, of which 
Sian Fu is the capital, numbered 75, 
including 17 Americans. A majority 
of these are now in Sian Fu, but others 
fled to the province of Kan Su, where 
trouble.is expected, 

“We apparently are safe now, says 
one of the letters, “but the lawless are 
in the majority. We had hopeg to 
escape down the Han fiver, but the 
road is dangerous. The Kan Su mis- 
sionaries may have a hard time. Twen- 
ty-tywo of them, including children, are 
Americans. Money cannot be sent 
them, as all the mails have been stop- 
ped and the banks here robbed and 
burned.” 

This letter is signed by W. J. Ply- 
mire, of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance -at Tao Chow,  provinee of 
Kan Su. It is dated November 26. 


Terms of Delegates. 


The terms which the imperia! dele.« 
gates will take to Shanghai or Nan- 
king in an endeavor to settle the 
questions in dispute between the gov- 
ernment and th® revolutionisis are be- 
lieved to provide, .first, that the em- 
peror shall be retained, though he will 
be entirely without power; second, that 
a president and-.cabinet shall be. elect- 
ed by the nation and the president 
shall possess the same authority as 
the president of a republic, and third, 
if the- foregoing conditions: are ac- 
cepted the government will grant 
provincial autonomy, 

These terms are consideerg largely 
a4 bluff. Yuan Shi Kai still controls 
a substantial army, but is unabie to 
pay the soldiers, and desiring to save 
the nation, must accept the repuDlican 
demands. Therefore he offers autono. 
my, which the provinces already have 
assumed.

Short Statement Issued by 
Naw Department 


Exterior Explosion Caused Six- 
‘Inch Reserve Magazine to 
_ Explode, Contents of the Re- 
‘maining Forward Magazine 


Exploding, Destroying Ship. 


Washington, December 8.—The bat- 
tleship Maine was blown up in Havana’ 
harbor by an explosion from the out- 
side. 

This is the gist of a short statement 
issued by the navy department today, 
based on findings made by the joint 
army and navy board, which spent sev- 
eral months in Havana harbor investi- 


gating the wreck. 

The statement was as follows: 

“The board finds that the inju.ics 
to the bottom of the Maine ‘wer, 
caused by the explosion of a charge oi 
low form of explosives exterior to the 
ship, between frames 28 and 31, strake 
B, port side. 

“This resulted in igniting and ex- 
ploding the contents of the six-inch 
reserve magazine, A-14-M, eaid con- 
tents including @ large quantity of 
black powder. The more or less com- 
plete explosion of the contents of the 
remaining forward magazine followed. 
The magazine explosion resulted in 
the destruction: of the vessel.” 

Mine Was Used. 

Secretary Meyer announced that 
there might be a further statement on 
the report of the board after it had 
been considered by the president. One 
member of the board was of the opin- 
ion that the report never would be 
published in full, but would be kept 
in tke confidential archives of the 
navy department. 

The declaration that a “low form of 
explosive’ was used in the outside ex- 
plosion, indicates a belief that a mine, 
and not a dirigible torpedo, was the 
instrument of destruction. 

This only deepens the mystery of 
the destruction of the Maine. A mine 
charged with sufficient gun powder t» 
blow in the bottom of the ship must 
have weighed several hundred pounds. 
To plant such a mine ard lay the elec- 
tric connections neceseary fcr its dis- 
charge would have requi.ed the serv- 
ices of a number of men.

HOTEL MEN AGAINST

New York, December 8.—A campaign 
against the tipping eyil is to be the 
chief work of the newly organized In- 
ternational Hotel Workers’ Union. The 
union’s platform declared for “a living 
wage for hotel workers,” which would 
render tipping unnecessary. 

“The tipping system is a relic of 
patriarchial times,” declared a state- 
ment by President Paul Vehling. He 
seoffs at the idea that waiters can 
make fortunes these times, and scores 
the heavy fines levied by employers on 
their men. Then he explains the perils 
of hotel employment. Hofel workers, 
he 8ays, are more prone to disease than 
any other workmen except miners. 

He attributes this condition to the 
fact that many of them work in over- 
heated reoms, in a smoke-laden and

Governor Brown was asked as te his 
plans when he becomes governor, Ha 
declined to discuss them. 

“I shall always represent the peo- 
ple,” he said. “Their will is mine. 
Whatever I am commanded to do by 
the people of this state, that will [ 
@o. I shall execute their will at all 
times and just as accurately as I can 
ascertain it.” 

It is not known who Governor Brown 
will appoint as his office force. It is 
generally conceded that his private | 
secretary will be Hardy Ulm. 

Mr. Ulm . served under Governor 
Brown during his first administration, 
and, as a newspaper man, was largely 
instrumental in bringing about his 
election the first time. 

When it was announced that Gov- 
ernor Brown would be a candidate for 
re-election to fill out former Governor 
Smith’s term, Mr, Ulm severed all other 
connections and devoted all his time 
and his influence to giving publicity 
to the campaign the former governor 
was waging. 

Although Mr. Ulm is not seeking the 
place of secretary, and although he 
hag not applied for it, it is believed he 
wfll be tendered the place, and that 
he will accept. 

As Governor Brown's election in the 
primary will net be ratified until the 

eneral election on January 12, which 
8 purely formal, the governor neces- 
sarily hesitates tn announcing the per- 
sonnel of his office force at present.

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TAFT AND CABINET 
INA DEADLOCK 


No Solution in Russian Pass 
port Question, 


Pressure Great for Modification 
or Abrogation of Russian 
Treaty, But Cabinet Mem- 
bers ,.Believe Solution Is Not 
in That Source. 


Washington, December 8.—For two 


hours today President Taft and his 
cabinet wrestled with the Russian pass- 
post question, and at the conclusion of 
the session it was acknowledged a so- 
lution that would satisfy American 
Jews and at the game time not embar- 
rass either the United States or Rus- 
sia, still was undiscovered, Practically 
no other topic of importance was dis- 
cussed. 

While the negotiations of American 
Ambassador Guild at St. Petersburg 
have not been abandoned, it looked 
tonight as if there could be but one 
vutcome—the abrogation of the treaty 
of 1832 with Russia. So far Ambassa- 
cor Guild was said to have met with 
little satisfaction in the proposal that 
the regulations imposed on visiting 
American Jews be modified. 

The pregsure to bring about modifi- 
cation er abrogation of the treaty has 
been great, but any action taken will 
be only after the closest scrutiny to 
prevent international embarrassment, 
for the United States hag its own prob- 
lem in prohibiting the admission of 
Chinese, 

Taft’s Message Delayed. 
It was seid tonight President Taft’s 


expected communication to congress on 
the passport question might be delayed 
for some time. In the meantime there 
will be more cabinet conferences, a 
continuance of negotiationg in St. Pe- 
tersburg and probably agitation in 
cengress. It is possible congress might 
approve the abrogatoin of the treaty 
and while many officials believe this 
uiso would cause embarrassment it 
might prove the only solution. 

Talk of a new treaty with Russia 
te replace that of 1832 is not taken 
seriously among cabinet members, It 
was said on good authority tonight that 
negotiations looking to another treaty 
nad not proceeded for enough t war- 
rant any hope that qa solution could be 
reached in this way.

GAS PLANT EXPLOSION. 


Flare-Back Kills One Negro 
‘and Injures Two Others. 


Charlotte, N. C., December 8.—Three 
negro workmen in. the producer gas 
plant of the Charlotte Power Company 
were overcome with an accidental over- 
charge of superheated hydrogen here 
this afternoon, one meeting death in- 
stantly and two others receiving in- 
juries which will perhaps cause their 
death. KE. F. Taylor, general manager 
of the plant, had passed throukb the 
bullding only a moment prior to the 
explosion, in company with a friend. 

The trouble is assigned to the 
thoughtless opening of one of the doors 
to the big retort of the gas plant by 
one Of the negroes. One of these was 
Rufus Grier, who was instantly killed 
by the outburst of hydrogen that en- 
circled the room in which he was 
working and the entire building. He 
Was s0 terribly burned by the flare- 
back caused by the combined action of 
air coming through burning coke and 
passing anthracite coal, that his clothes 
had to be torn from him. The two 
other workmen, who jumped through 
the flames to save their lives, received 
injuries that will render them helpless 
through life, if, indeed, they recover.

The Boys’ Scout movement, which 
has spread with amazing rapidity over 


the country, has been taken up here | 


by Hamilton Douglas, Jr., and one vf 
what, it is believed, will soon develop 
into a number of troops, has been or- 
ganized. 

Mr. Douglas took up his work only a 
short time ago, but already the At- 
lanta Troop Boy Scouts has on its ros- 
ter some twenty boys, sons of some of 
Atlanta’s most prominent business 
men, and others are daily asking for 
admission. Thig will be given them as 
soon as another supply of uniforms can 
be obtained, and Mr. Douglas feels 
confident that within the next two or 
three months, he will have succeeded 
in not only organizing a number of 
other troops, but will have the Boy 
Scout movement here as firmly estab- 
lished as it has come to be in other 
places. 

There was an effort made some 
months. ago, it will be remembered, to 
interest young Atlantans in the move- 
ment, and while the boys were intense- 
ly interested, the parents did not give 
the movement the proper backing. As 
a consequence, the work never pro- 
gressed Satisfactorily, and lt has been 
only since Mr. Douglas has interested 
himself in the work that promise of 
ultimate success is given. 

Object of the Movement. 

The object of the Boy Scout move- 
ment, which, in the last two years, has 
spread over not only the entire United 
States, but England, is to teach young 
men and boys the many useful things 
to be learned from out-door life wn- 
der a competent leader. They are 
taught woodcraft, swimming, boating: 
they are instructed in how to not only 
rescut, but to resuscitate a drowning 
person; how to build fires with wet 
wood; how to cook over anopen fire;

The University of Georgia is plan- 
ning for its annual short courses for 
Yarmers which have preven of so much 
benefit and interest to Georgia agri- 
culturists. 

These special short courses begin on 
January 2, and continue for ten days, 
and within that short period, Andrew 
M. Soule and his assistants have ar- 
ratr.ged to present some very valuable 
facts in connection with farm work. 

The courses included instruction in 
cotton industries, cereal production 
live stock farming and horticulture.

twenty-four topics, every one of which 
is of practical value to the farmer, are 
given @s a part of the work, and those 
who attend the university for the short 
courses may specialize on those sub- 
jects of most interest.

BALTIMORE HOST 
OF GOVERNORS 


Fifteen Executives Discuss the 
Southern Immigration 
’ Question. 


Baltimore, December 8.—The south 
and west met in Baltimore today when 
the governors of fifteen states gathered 
here as the guests of the city. 

The southerners held a conference on 
the question of immigration to the 
south, and the westerners, who are 
touring the country, came to exhibit 
the agricultural and mineral resources 
of their states, 

Besides the southern states execu- 
tives, the heads of several transporta- 
tion companies in the sauth attended 
the conference. 

The result of the southern. govern- 
ors’ conference was the adoption of a 
resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to study the im- 
migration problem in the south and re-, 
port at a future conference. 

After a discussion of upwards of two 
hours, in which all the governors and 
a number of railroad men participated, 
it was decided to form a permanent 
organization ro study the immigration 
problem in the “south. The plan pro- 
posed by President Johnson, of the 
Norfolk and Western railway, was for 
representatives of southern railroads 
to organize with representatives of 
southern states, and to meet again in 
Baltimore when they have a report 
ready to be acted upon. The following 
states were suggested for representa- 
‘tion: 

Alabama, Arkansas. Florida, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, 
Mississippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
Texas, Virginia, and West Virginia. 

The consensus of opinion developed 
at the conference was that immigra- 
tion was needed for the south, but 
that only the desirable class is 
wanted. 

Presidents Fin:iey, of the Southern 
railway: Johrson, of the Norfolk and 
Western; and White, of the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac railroad, 
spoke for the transportation interests 
and plo>dged their hearty support to all 
movements to help the south.

BEARS MAKE RAID

Losses Were Most Severe of 
the Week—Rally Late 
in the Day. 


New York, December 8.—The declin- 
ing tendency of stocks was again ap- 
parent today. The most severe losses of 
the week were inflicted during a sharp 
attack by the bears. The depression was 
seneral, and quotations were carried 
dewn 1 to 3 points.

Gay. The slow downward movement of 

the weék has brought back the list ma- 
terialily from the high point reached 
last month in the recovery from the 
low prices of the early fall. 
Union Pacific, at its low price today, 
was 6% points below Monday's open- 
ing. Others of the standard issues 
showed losses of 3 or 56 points, 

The rally which came late today 
could hardly be regarded as due to any 
change in sentiment It probably was a 
natural reaction after five days of fall- 
ing quotations, the result of the short 
— as the week drew towards its 
end. 

The most spirited bear attack came 
Shortly before noon and was attributed 
to publication of an interview with 
President Frank A. Vanderlip, of the 
National City Lank, which was regard- 
ed as decidedly pessimistic. Attention 
was drawn to Mr. Vanderlip’s remarks 
because of his association with some of 
the leading financial interests of the 
country. After expressing the opinion 
that the outlook for business was the 
most serious of years, he gave as the 
underlying cause “the chaotic situation 
resulting from the attempt to adjust 
business to a law,” which, he said, had 
brought about a disturbed state of mind 
among business men generally. Mr. 
Vanderlip’s utterances derived the 
greater emphasis from being made at a 
time when there is a widespread con- 
viction that the trade depression is be- 
ing relieved. 

Higher money rates have not been 
efiective in stopping the outflow of 
sold, as small shipments were made 
today to Canada and to South America.
